FEDERAL RESERVE BOARD AND 
MARGIN REQUIREMENTS. 

The Federal Reserve Board is at present 
engaged (says Dow Jones) on what 1s 
described as a long-range study of security 
credit, and, as part of this, the Board’s 
margin rules—known as Regulation T.—are 
being carefully examined again, while the 
nature of the Board’ s survey does not indicate 
that action of any sort is imminent. .Accord- 
ing to authoritative quarters, there is the 
possibility that officials of the Reserve may 
decide to modify their system of margin 
control. 

In the meantime the recent talk of impend- 
ing reduction in margins is not taken 
seriously in banking quarters, where the 

inion is that, whatever ails the Stock 
Ma rket, a change in margins would not do 
much to cure it. It is held that unused buy- 
ing power still exists, even on the basis of 
the present 4 & margins. But seas, emcee 
tive as yet is lacking. The Federal Reserve 
Advisory Council has concluded its routine 
autumn session with the Federal Reserve 
Board. It is stated that the Council made 
no recommendations to the Board.

GOVERNMENT DISCUSSION ON COTTON. 

A more liberal cotton loan policy, 
designed to divert a substantial part of the 
current aig? from commercial channels into 
warehouses, together with a more stringent 
control af production in 1 came under 
discussion ia Administration quarters on 
Saturday.

Driving Cesis 


_I suppose the introduction of traffic 
lights into the Free State will. lead 
eventually to the imposition of driving 
tests. There is no doubt that the test 
System in Great Britain, which is 
gradually improving the standard of driv- 
ing, Was rendered necessary not only by 
the very high proportion of accidents, but 
also by the numerous road signs and 
regulations adopted to ensure safety. 
Almost as important nowadays as the 
actual driving of a car is the increasing 
number of regulations with which the 
motorist must be familiar, since he mav 
be prosecuted for neglecting any one of 
them. é 

It has been asserted that driving tests in 
Great Britain are unfair, and that traps 
are laid for the novice, but the Minister 
of Transport has denied repeatedly that 
the test is otherwise than straightforward. 

It. would’ be interesting to see what 
percentage of a given number of Dublin 
drivers would pass the British test. 
Probably the figure would be low. since 
many of the questions might be quite un- 
expected. ' 

For instance, a driver who takes his 
eyes off the road to look down at his 
controls would not stand a chance. 
Similarly, one who turns his head in the 
wrong direction at a cross-roads. or fails 
to corner correctly, is inviting disaster A 
friend of mine, who was up for the test 
recently, had a narrow escape. He talked 
to the examiner of “ his half of the road.” 
and was sharply reminded that he was 
entitled to no more of the road than would 
allow his vehicle to pass in safety. 

Anyone convicted of bad driving mav 
gow be forced to undergo a test. and it is 
hoped that this practice may eventually 
reduce the number of accidents.

Refused £7,000 a Year 


Dr. Malcolm Sargent, who, with Sir 
Thomas Beecham, is joint conductor df the 
Leeds Musical Festival being held this 
week, once startled the musical and 
cinema world by refusing the tempting 
offer of £7,000 a year. to play the organ 
three times a day for ten minutes at a 
London West End cinema. 

In declining the offer Dr. Sargent ex- 
plained that acceptance of the engagement 
would mean the complete cessation of his 
ordinary musical work. 

A ten-minute piece played three times 
a day, he sajd, would not attract the in- 
terest of music lovers. ‘‘ People go to the 
cinema to see the pictures, and a musical 
interlude is merely an introduction to the 
picture. I owe a moral obligation to many 
musical people, and no offer of money will 
tempt me from my work.”’

‘ Imitations of Horace ': ‘ Blackmore him- 
self, for any grave effort, would drink and 
doze at Tooting or Earl’s Court.’ There 
is Edward Walford, in Volume V. of his 
‘Old and New London,’ who spells it with 
the apostrophe, and says that the place 
‘probably owes its name to the Earls cf 
Warwick and Holland, whose mansion 
faces it.’ 

‘The librarian of the L.C.C. finally 
cleared up the matter, however, by telling 
me that the apostrophe should be used 
because it is named after one of the Earls 
of Warwick, who held his Court there. 
And after that I found in the L.C.C. 
library other references supporting the 


use of the apostrophe.’’ 


My own “ London and Its. Environs ”’ 
(Baedeker, 1908) spells it ‘‘Earl’s Court.” 


So does my Geographia Guide to London.

Maor H. R Watling, director of. the 
British Cycle and Motor Cycle Manufac- 
turers’ and Traders’ Union, in an inter- 
view, said: “ While the bicycle trade has 
maintained its business, the character of 
the orders shows that it is on a sounder 
basis than last year, when many people 
regarded the conditions as boom condi- 
tions.

The Duce’s Reply 


The Franco-British bid for peace has 
failed.. Ten days ago the two Powers, 
hoping to confine the Spanish conflict 
within its own borders, invited Italy to 
take part in a three-Power conference. 
After an exasperatingly long delay Signor 
Mussolini has replied, and his reply, to 
all intents and-purposes, is “ No!” It is 
true that he has qualified the “ No!” 
His reply reveals more politeness than has 
been customary in Italian Notes since 
Signor Mussolini assumed the imperial 
purple, and it admits the possibility of 
assent on conditions—conditions, however, 
which neither the British nor the French | 
Government. could accept. The Duce 
recalls, inter alia, that so long ago as the 
early days of the Spanish. civil war he 
himself urged the removal of volunteers 
from Spain, and that his proposal was 
rejected by the other two Governments. 
He points out that, even if the three 
Powers should agree, none of them would 
be able to withdraw its nationals from the 
seat of war: they could be withdrawn only 
with the consent and assistance of the rival 
factions in Spain. Finally,. Signor 
Mussolini refuses to take part in any 
further conference at which Germany is 
not also represented. None of his objec- 
tions, of course, bears scrutiny. It is 
a, fact that more than a year ago the Duce 
expressed his willingness to have volun- 
teers withdrawn from Spain, but that was 
beforé the days when he was cons¢ripting 
whole regiments of Italians for service 
‘there. To-day, when he has made service 
ih Spain a point of Italian honour—when 
the Italian newspapers daily print the 
photographs ' of ‘Camicie Nere morte 
gloriosamente-—he cannot recall his troops 
without an explanation of some sort to 
the people. As to his second argument, 
it is far from probable that either the 
Spanish Government or General Franco’s 
Command would raise objections to their 
‘withdrawal: each’ side has made such an 


one. 
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them to pres with grief likewise 
he does. not wish to be the villain of the 
piece; and now he is trying to saddle 
Britain and France with the responsibility 
for the failure: of negotiations. . It is clear, 
however, that Signor Mussolini still is 
uncertain about, the course of events in 


Spain. He knows that at any ‘moment, | 


in exchange for the withdrawal of Italian 
troops, Britgin and France will concede 
belligerent rights to General Franco, but 
he is dubious. about the value of such 
rights to the insurgents. Is Italian help 
more useful to General Franco than 
belligerent rights would be, or would 
belligerent rights profit him more than 
Italian help on its present scale? If the 
Duce knew the answer to that question 
his reply to the Franco-British invitation 
would have been a bare “Yes!” or “No!” 
instead of a qualified refusal. Actually, 
he still has left himself a way of escape; 
he has recommended that the problem of 


volunteers should be let to the Non-Inter- | 


vention Committee in London. So doing, 
he still admits the possibility of an agree- 
ment on the subject of the foreign 
volunteers, 

‘It is difficult to see what will happen 
now. Great Britain and France have 
staked a great deal on the chance of a 
favourable answer from Italy, and their 
tempers are not likely to be improved by 
the result. As has happened several times 
in the last year, France is disposed to 
act the violent part, and England to be 
the restraining influence. Already the 
French Left Press is demanding that the 
Pyrenees frontier shall be opened at once 
for the transit of arms to Valencia, and 
that dangerous course almost certainly 
would be taken if France were less anxious 
to maintain a united front with Great 
Britain. British counsels, however, are 
divided, and the Foreign Office, in conse. 
quence, is inclined to avoid any hasty 
action, The opening of the frontier would 
be a signal for Italy at once to pour 
troops and munitions into Spain ; Germany 
in all probability would follow suit; and, 

with both parties amply supplied, the wa~ 
would take a new and far more deadly 
turn. The Mediterranean inevitably would 
become an arena for “ incidents ’’ between 
the ships of war convoying materials to 
the two sides. In fact, Signor Mussolini’s 
intransigence has created that dangeraus 
was foreseen when the 
Spanish war began. Unless Great Britain 
keeps a coo’ head, there is every chance 
that the conflict which began as an armed 
revolt against the Government of a single 
country will mark Europe’s division into 
two openly hostile camps; and the com- 
plication of Far Eastern affairs easily 
may drag the whole world into peril. Will 
Signor Mussolini dare to tempt fate any 
further? He has gained a great deal 
during the last year or two—far more than 
he had any right to expect—and he still 
stands to gain if he exercises moderation 
From what can be

iugs, he would have no trouble in securing 
the recognition of Ethiopia—if he should 
choose, If he prefers to carry his bluff to 
extremes, he may prove to have been the 
undoer, rather than the maker, of his

Maids of the Machines 


It was announced in Dail Eireann last 
week that the Tuberculosis Acts are to be 
amended to ensure notification of all cases. 
A hundred years ago it was no uncommon 
thing for young ladies in easy circum- 
stances “ to go into a decline.” We read 
of this sad fate in the essays and novels 
of the period, and find writers taking this 
misfortune as something quite natural— 
a thing that might occur, so to speak, in 
the best-regulated family. A decline 
meant galloping tuberculosis. Consump- 
tion wrought havoc in all classes, and 
did not spare the rich. Hygiene and 
medical science have changed this condi- 
tion of affairs. To-day consumption 
grows. rare, save in places where poverty 
is chronic, and housing or conditions 
of employment bad. Among _ people 
of a comfortable state in life tuber- 
culosis seldom grips a victim; if it 
does afflict some young person, the onset 
is recognised at once and is repelled by 
treatment at a sanatorium. Civilisation is 
not content that its benefits should belong 
to privileged classes alone. Whatever 
medical aid the rich can purchase the 
poor are given free. The work, therefore, 
of the National Association for the Preven- 
tion of Tuberculosis is the completion of 
the conquest of the disease, which soon 
ought to be a rare prodigy. The report of 
the twenty-third annual conference of this 
worthy body has appeared, and most of it 
is heartening reading.’ One feature is bad. 
A woman speaker said that an increase of 
tuberculosis had been marked among 
young adult females. She traced this to 
the large-scale entry of girl workers into 
factories. _ Freedom brings a lot of other 
things. with it,” she said. ‘‘ Young women 
have entered into every realm of man’s 
life, but, they hardly thought of every- 
thing that would follow.” The girls who 
are ‘* pushed into trades and occupations 


which» are not fitted for them ” are 
principal subjects of the spread of the 


disease. Machines are kept in good order 


because they belong tó the manufacturer ;.

The Picky 6 Site 


The British Government is greatly con- 
cerned about the tendency, which has 
become marked in recent years, of in- 
dustry to concentrate upon a few already 
overcrowded areas. This concentration 
has produced a set of new and difficult 
social problems, in addition to the 
problems of defence against attacks from 
the air. For the investigation of these 
problems a Royal Commission has been 
nominated with extremely wide terms of 
reference. What the Commission will 
study and report upon is “ The 
Geographical Distribution of the In- 
dustrial Population,’’ but the core of its 
work will lie in the so-called ‘‘ Special 
Areas’ and in the overcrowded districts 
about London. : William Cobbett referred 
to London as “ the Great Wen ”’ at a time 
of comparative sylvan splendour in the 
counties which since have been almost 
absorbed in the tremendous growth of 
Greater London. What he would call the 
immense urban agglomeration were he 
alive to-day it is not very difficult to 
imagine: he certainly would have im- 
proved upon the cynic who said that the 
predilection of directors’ wives for the 
West End theatres was a dominant factor 
in the location of industry. Exactly how 
the location of an industry is determined 
nowadays is unknown, but haphazard 
development has brought in its train so 
many difficulties that sooner or later some 
system of planning must be evolved and 
applied rigorously. The Royal Commis: 
sion has been invited not merely to inquire 
into the causes of present industrial dis- 
tribution, but to advise upon ‘ what 
remedial measures, if any, saould be taken 
in the national interest.’’ Almost at once 
it was confronted by a memorandum from 
the Ministry of Health which assumed the 
necessity for a ‘‘ master plan,” under 
which ‘‘an immense amount of bureau- 
cratic interference with industry would be 
unavoidable.”’ Already there is quite a 
considerable amount of such interference, 


h laissez-faire is more than half dead, and 


if the Ministry’s suggestion is accepted 
by the Commission it will be merely an 
acceptance of something which is already 
being done in a half-hearted manner. That 
interference is essential is generally 
believed—transport has so decreed no less 
vigorously than destitution—and all that 
remains to do is to fix its limits. 


Gentlemen for Hire 


The activities of a certain Mr. Ted 
Peckham have been giving spasmodic con- 
cern to the proud young men of these 
islands. Mr. Peckham, who is an American 
citizen, conceived the idea of a ‘‘ Guide 
Escort Service’’ as a more telling riposte 
to the necessity of earning a living than 
the door-to-door sale of vacuum-cleaners, 
boot-laces, or silk stockings. A lady— 
lonely for any of the reasons that cause 
loneliness among ladies—rings up Mr. 
Peckham, and in a moment she is supplied 
with the ideal partner for a refined even- 
ing at the dinner table, the theatre, or a 
ball, After a year’s trading Mr. Peckham 
has found that the American male is “ the 
most glamorous type, more handsome, 
better dressed, and possessing more pep 
than the Europeans.””

The Basilisk Incident 


Complete mystification prevails regard- 
ing the Basilisk incident, and in political 
circles the o inion is that there should 
be a thoroug h inquiry into a story that 
reflects oredit on nobody. On Monday last 
it was stated in definite terms that the 
Basilisk, a British destroyer, had been 
attacked by a submarine, and that the 
submarine had in turn been attacked by 
depth charges. Then came a story {rom 
Valencia that a torpedo, alleged to be 
Italian, had been found on the shore by 
Spanish authorities. It is now stated by 
the Admiralty that there is conclusive 
evidence that the Basilisk was not 
attacked, this following upon an inquiry 
at Gibraltar. The commander of the 
Basilisk was fully justified in taking pre- 
cautionary measures when it was thought 
that an attack was being made on his 
vessel, but people here want to know what 
reason he had for such action. At the 
moment all the stories about the incident 
are discounted, and Mr. Herbert Williams 
proposes to ask the First Lord of the 
Admiralty at the earliest moment in the 
House of Commons if he can make a </>‘ > 
ment about it. ~ 


Action in the Far East 


The Foreign Office here is getting into 
touch with Washington in regard to the 
proposed Nine-Power Conference, as it is 
taken for granted that President Roosevelt 
will desire that the United States will 
take part in any gathering likely to bring 
about a settlement of the China- Japan 
conflict. Should the President agree to 
the appointment of a delegate, Mr. 
Chamberlain will invite him to co-operate 
in drawing up a plan for dealing with the 
trouble, though what form this will take 
nobody. knows. Japan will not give up 
her goal in China aniless compelled to. 
and if compulsion is employed the risk of 
war becomes imminent. It is to solve this 
difficulty that Mr. Chamberlain would 
like to have the assistance of the United 
States, and it is not unlikely that an 
agreement may be drawn up for the pre 
motion of joint action in the Far East 
with the hope of preserving the peace as 
far as countries other than China ani 
Japan are concerned, whilestriving at the 
same time for an understanding bet ween 
the Governments of those two countries, 


Rumours from Abyssinia 


Stories of attack and of the slaughter 
of Italians by Abyssinians continue to 
reach this country, but these are denied 
in Rome, and it is impossible to tel] what 
is the situation in Ethiopia. The rains 
are drawng to a close, however, and it 
will soon be possible to get news out of 
the country which need not be censored 
by the Italian Government. The Foreign 
Office has little reliable information, 
owing to the fact that the British Consul- 
General is at present on leave. On his 
return to Addis Ababa he is to make a 
comprehensive survey of the country with 
a view to furnishing a report to the 
British Government, which is ‘anxious to 
know the truth in view of the Italian 
claim for recognition. The relations of 
the Italians and the British Consular staff 
in Ethiopia are of a friendly nature, and 
no objection is likely to he offered to a 
tour by the Consul-General,

HE Italian rejection of the Franco-British invitation to a three- 
Power talk on Spain has caused extreme disappointment both 
in London and Paris, where it is regarded as having done nothing 


to ease a tense situation. 


The Italian point of view appears to be that unless Great Britain 
is able to restrain the French from putting into execution the threat, 
freely talked of in the French Press, of opening the Pyrenees fron-

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BIG battle, in which not less 
than a quarter of a million 
men are engaged, is raging along the 
Huto River, in North China.

Reports of the recent risings in Man- 
churia by a foreigner lately arrived in 
Shanghai point to a state of considerable 
nervousness among the Japanese, many 
of whom are sending away their families.

REPORTED NOTE TO 
BRITAIN

BERLIN, Sunday. 

Official circles in Berlin to-day denied 
any knowledge of a forthcoming Note to 
colonial question or of a 
request for the formation of a committee 
to discuss the matter.

There were two men in the lorry, which 
was of a heavy commercial type, and 
belonged to Mr. J. Paul, of Dundee 
terrace, Edinburgh. In the small car was 
a man, woman and child, and a driving 
licence picked up nearby bore the name of 
William Adams, of South street, Perth. 


| It is surmised that the occupants were 


Mr. and Mrs. Adams and their child, 
but this is not definitely known, although 
a brother of Mr. Adams told the police 
that he had left Perth in the morning to 
visit friends in Kelty, Fife. 

The cabin of the lorry was so badly 
burned that it was impossible to identify 
the two men. | 

After the flames had been subdued by 
the Perth Fire Brigade the bodies of the 
woman and child were found in the 
wreckage. The body of the driver of the 
car was about five yards away. 

Apparently no one saw the actual 
collision, but it appeared that the vehicles 
became inter-locked and travelled some- 
thing like a hundred yards before they 
stopped and the lorry overturried. At 
intervals were found a radiator, the steer- 
ing wheel of the small car. and then the 
other débris, it being evident that the 
coach work had. been reduced ‘practically 
to matchwood before the fire actually 
broke out. | 

An attendant at a service station saw 
the blaze, and immediately telephoned the 
police. They grabbed a fire extinguisher 
and rushed to the scene. 

The attendant said: “ I heard screams 
and shouts for help when running. to the 
blaze, and when I arrived I played the 
extinguisher on the lorry, while other 
rescuers smashed the glass of the cabin. 
By this time the cars were an inferno and 
rescue work was impossible. 

** Heroic efforts were made to rescue the 
driver of the pc be but the flames were 
increasing in violence and the rescuers 
were driven back. ‘

TWELVE BURNT IN PETROL

motor car burst into flames yesterday at 
a filling station in Ringinglow, Sheffield. 
One woman had almost all her clothing 
burnt off, and two little girls, their hair 
in flames, ran screaming down the road. 

The car, which was owned by Mr. J. 
Brown, of Templetown road, High Green, 
near Sheffield, was badly damaged, and 
the end of the petrol tank was later found 
in a yard nearly 100 vards away. 


Five of the injured were treated at a |

14 ARRESTS AFTER 


HOSTILE CROWD AT 
LIVERPOOL MEETING 


S IR OSWALD MOSLEY, faeing 
a hostile gathering on Queen’s 
Drive, Liverpool, yesterday, amid a 
shower of missiles, was struck on the 
temple by a large stone. 

The Fascist leader fell semi-con. 
scious on the loud-speaker van 
before he could address á word to the 
meeting, and, while mounted police 
charged back the crowd, which num. 
bered ‘over eight thousand, Sir 
Oswald was driven to Walton 
Infirmary. where a minor operation 
was performed. : 

A bulletin later stated that Sir Oswald 
was suffering from concussion and a 
punctured wound of the skull, that the 
operation had been successful, and that 
he was progressing favourably 

Thousands, including many opponents, 
had gathered on the piece of waste land 
where the meeting was to be held, and 
when the loud speaker van arrived it was 
at once stoned, and a Fascist, A. Green- 
halgh, of Pelham place, Manchester, had 
his collar-bone broken by a flying brick. 

When Sir Oswald arrived in a closed car 
he was greeted with hoos and cheers and 
an array of clenched fists from a group of 
Communista. | 


ON TOP OF VAN 


Climbing on to the top of the van, Sir 
Oswald faced a shower of missiles thrown 
from all directions. After being struck 
about the body several times he received a 
blow over the eye from a large stone, 
which felled him. 

Mounted and foot police at once rushed 
to the scene and surrounded the van, while 
others scattered the crowd in all directions. 
An ambulance man who climbed onto the 
van to the aid of Sir Oswald also was 
struck by a flying missile, but was not 
seriously injured. 

The Fascist leader, his head swathed in 
bandages, was then lowered to the ground 
and taken to hospital. 

Despite great opposition the meeting 
continued: for an hour with other Fascist 
speakers, and thew broke ap in disorder, 
mounted police clearing the streets while 
three coaches containing supporters were 
escorted away. 

Twenty people received minor injuries, 
and twelve men and two women were 
arrested. All the arrested persons will 
appear at the Liverpool Police Court this 
morning. 

Sir Oswald was to have attended a 
meeting at Biikenhead last night, and 
eleborate precautions were taken to prevent 
a recurrence of the afternoon’s scenes. 


POLICE THREE DEEP 


Over four hundred police, including 130 
who had been sent through the Mersey 
Tunnel to augment the Birkenhead force, 
lined up three deep around the Fascist 
meeting to prevent any disorder. A few 
vards away a Communist meeting was also 
held, but the formidable .array.of police 
prevented anv disturbance, 'amd' the meet 
ings passed off peacefully. 

The announcement that Sir Oswald was 
in hospital was greeted with mingled cheers 
and boohs. 

It was stated at the hospital late last 
night that, in the opinion of the 
authorities it was unlikely that Sir 
Oswald would be able to return to his 
home for two or three days. 

Sir Oswald Mosley took over the leader.

‘T HE Special Committee which has 

been set up to consider the 
Seanad Electoral (Panel Members} 
Bill will start its work on Thursday 
next. Everyone who listened to the 
debate in the Dail on Thursday. last 
will sympathise with it in the difficult 
task with which it is presented. 

Thé members are expected to produce a 
scheme for the nomination and election 
of the forty-three panel members, which 
will be reasonably fair to all parties, and 
give adequate representation to all sections 
of the community. The reference of the 
bill to a Special Committee following the 
criticisms made upon it was tantamount 
to an admission that in the form in which 
it came before the House it failed to do 
these things, and was, in fact, an un- 
workable instrument. 


PARTY PRESSURE 


It is a curious fact that everybody who 
discusses in public the question of a 
Senate protests that he envisages a non- 
political Senate without any political 
affiliatic-s whatever; yet in making cal- 
culations to prove his case he invariably 
relates them to party totals, The late 
Senate was disbanded with obloquy becausa 
it was political. The new Senate, protesta- 
tions to the contrary notwithstanding, will 
be inevitably of a political complexion. 
If it should be otherwise, it will not be 
the fault of the party followers, who, as 
the various party headquarters are aware, 
are pressing their claims on_ political 
grounds only. 

The work of the Committee will be to 
re-cast within the terms of the Constitu- 
tion the system of nomination and election. 
One weakness was pointed out by the 
President himself, and that was the danger 
that the Dail, which is to be the chief 
electing body, does rot get the opportunity 
of giving undue preference to its own 
nominees. to the detriment of those of 
other outside bodies. This can be met by 
placing some sort of handicap or limita- 
tion on the numbers so to be elected. The 
panels themselves cannot be altered, as 
they are defined in the Constitution. 


PRESIDENT’S POWER 


It is regretted by many—and among 
them is probably the President himself— 
that the provisions of the Constitution 
went so far as they did in several respects. 
Things would probably have been other- 
wise if the drafting of the Constitution 
had taken place after the debate in the 
‘Dail on Thursday last. As it is, the Com- 
mittee will find itself cabined and confined 
within narrow and irksome limits. 

For the same reason it is futile to talk, 
as some people are doing, of giving the 
President wider power in the matter of 
nomination. The Constitution says he 
may nominate eleven. These people say 
they would prefer that he should nominate 
half of the membership, and believe the 
results would be more satisfactory than 
those likely te emerge under the pressure 
of canvassing that is now going on. They 
recall that Mr. Cosgrave nominated thirty 
of the sixty members of the first Senate ; 
and it is admitted that these thirty, with 
the thirty elected members, constituted a 


| Second Chamher in the Legislature which 
could hardly be excelled either from the 
point of view of its representativeness or 
the ability and probity of its individual 
members 

THE SECRETARY 

One complaint against the old Senate 
was that it had become a sort of refuge 
for politicians who had been rejected by 
Dail constituencies. There appears to bo 
no reason why the Committee should not 
do something in this respect, though 
admittedly there is a difficulty, seeing that 
the draft bill proposes to give such re- 
jected candidates power to vote at the 
election. ef Senators. 

The Special Committee will have Mr. 
Seun Malone one of the officials of the 
Oireachtas staff at Leinster House, as their 
Secretary. Mr. Malone, it will be remem- 
bered, was Secretary of the Oireachtas 
Commission on a Second House last year, 
of which the late Chief Justice Kennedy 
was Chairman. The Chief Justice, in his 
report, paid a high tribute to the great 
efficiency of Mr. Malone, adding that his 
knowledge and experience of Parlia- 
mentary affaires were always at the service 
uf the Commissicn. This expression was 
fully endorsed by the eight members who 
signed the minority report.
